GERMAN EXTRACTION 

Investigation has disclosed that 
the boys involved are of German 
extraction. The boys arrested in 
the B’nai Israel vandalism said 
the movement started some 
three months ago under leader- 
ship of a man who recently ar- 
rived from Germany. 

He talked to the boys of the 
Olney neighborhood, which is 
inhabited mainly by people of 
German origin, and interested 
them in literature about the Hit- 
ler era, stressing the military 
successes of the Third Reich. 


Since then, the boys revealed, 
they have been going to the 
library to read the available 


literature On pre-war Germany.

A Catholic priest and Presby- 
terian minister, present at the 
hearings, declared they would 
decry the wave of vandalism 
at their services.

New Scrolls Found 
In Dead Sea Region 


JERUSALEM—A new discov- 
ery of a geniza (storehouse of dis- 
carded manuscripts) in Dead Sea 
caves has been reported by The 
Jerusalem Post. 

According to The Post, Dr. 
Eliezer Sukenik, head of the De- 
partment of Archaeology at the 
Hebrew University, said the gen- 
iza was discovered by Bedouins 
in two caves at the northern end 
of the Dead Sea. They contained 
leather and papyrus scrolls writ- 
ten in Hebrew, Greek and Aram- 
aic, and are believed to date from 
200 C.E. Coins found near the 
cave date back to the Maccabean 
era (from about 150 B.C.E. on). 

Dr. Sukenik said the scrolls, 
which are being studied by the 
Director of the Department of 
Antiquities in Jordan, G. W. 
Harding, have no connection with 
the famous Jericho Scrolls dis- 
covered in 1947, believed to date 
from about 100 B.C.E., which 
some scholars, such as Dr. Solo- 
mon Zeitlin of Dropsie College 
in the U.S., called a “hoax.” 
(NJP, Feb. 4, 1949) 

Dr. Sukenik added this new 
discovery confirms his _long- 
standing belief that there are 
numerous more genizot in caves 
around the Dead Sea area, and 
that he now is seeking to raise 
funds for exploration along the 
Dead Sea shore in Israel, from 
Ein Gedi southward.

They quoted the boys as Say- 
ing that the youth movement’s 
slogan is “It must go.” When a 
group would discuss something 
they didn’t like, the investigators 
revealed, the slogan indicated a 
decision to destroy the object of 
dislike. 

Gombel also is investigating 
charges that some teachers at 
Oiney High School are partially 
to blame for the movement, and 
that the board of education for 
years has ignored the develop- 
ment. 

It was reported that young 
thugs long have been administer- 
ing beatings on students, and 
Jewish, Negro and Catholic stu- 
dents have been forced to go to 
school in groups for mutual pro- 
tection. 

Andrew S. Haines, principal of 
Olney High, said “This so-called 
club must be well under cover, 
because there is no indication in 
any of the school activities that 
this condition exists.””

PUBLISHES SERVICE 


NEW YORK (NJP)—A 30-minute religious service for children, 


“stressing the universalistic, as o 
of Judaism,” has been prepared

nounced last week. 

The service was prepared under 
the supervision of Rabbi Samuel 
Halevi Baron, director of reli- 
gious and synagogue activities, 
who resigned his pulpit at the 
South Street Tem- a 
ple in Lincoln, Neb., 
last August, to be- 
come full-time head 
of the newly-creat- 
ed department of _ 
the anti-Zionist or BARON 
ganization.. (NJP, Sept. 7, 1951) 

Rabbi Baron told The Post that 
the service, which consists of 
verses, prayer, hymns and re- 
sponsive readings in English and 
Hebrew, now is available in 
mimeographed form. He said 
that it would be made available 
soon also on discs. 

FOR 14-YEAR OLDS 

According to the January 
“Council News,” official organ of 
the group, the service contains a 
specially written “story-sermon,” 
aimed at the eight to 14-year age 
group. Voices in the recording 
are those of volunteers from 
among children of Council mem- 
bers and their friends. 

The publication listed potential 
outlets as “congregations, Sun- 
day schools, teachers or radio 
broadcasting stations.” 

Rabbi Baron said the availabil- 
ity of the new service was being 
made known through the 
“Council News” and through an 
official memorandum to all 
Council chapters. 

NO DIRECT CONTACT 

“We are not making any effort 

to contact schools and synagog- 








ues directly,” Rabbi Baron said, 
explaining that such contracts 
would be made through Council 
members. 

He said another avenue was 
correspondence from persons who 
were not members of the Council. 

“We have received correspon- 
dence from all parts of the Unit- 
ed States, who are not Council 
members, but who are disturbed 
about certain developments in 
Jewish education for children,” 
the director said. Asked just 
how great that correspondence 
was, he described it as “consid- 
erable and increasing steadily.” 

Rabbi Baron was asked wheth- 
er he had received any reports 
that the service actually had 
been put into use and replied 
that it was too early, pointing 
out that the availability of the 
service had just been publicized.

He also was asked to describe 
what the Council meant by the 
emphasis in the children’s serv- 
ice on “the universalistic, as op- 
posed to the nationalistic, as- 
pects of Judaism.”

Fifteen Percent of Jewish Families in Peoria ' 
Have Cases of Intermarriage; Remain Jewish | 





Intermarriage is so prevalent in Peoria that 
it has come to be an accepted fact of Jew- 
ish community life there. 

Out of the 500 Jewish families, at least 76 by 
actual count are intermarried. This is a rate 
of 15 per cent. Of those who intermarried, 
sixty-four are male, and twelve female. 

The recent intermarriage of two Jewish girls 
however, indicate that the barrier against Jew- 
ish girls’ marrying non-Jews may be _ break- 
ing down. 

There is absolutely ro ostracism or penalty 
for intermarriage. 

In fact, one of the reasons advanced, al- 
though not conceded generally, for the heavy 


incidence of intermarriage in Peoria is that the _ 


the intermarried couples are accepted almos* 
automatically into the Jewish community. 

If there were any ostracism or penalty, the 
Peoria Jewish community would be more or 
less leaderless, for there is hardly an agency in 
the Jewish community in which some leading 
figures do not have non-Jewish wives. 


The fact that there is increasing intermar- 


riage among ethe Orthodox element in the 
community is also worth noting. 

The view has been offered that intermarriag- 
es are less common in the Peoria community 
today then they were some few years back, 
but the rate does not seem to have dropped 
much recently. 

Of the 64 Jewish men who took non-Jewish 
wives, all but one brought their wives into the 
Jewish community. Their degree of affiliation 
varies, with one of the wives of one of the out- 
standing men in the community recently hav- 
ing shifted her membership from one church 
to another, despite the fact that her children 
attend daily Hebrew School. 

There are no entire families, aS can 
be learned, all of whose children have inter- 
married, but this point is being approached 
rapidly. In one family, both of the daughters 
have intermarried, leaving an unmarried bach- 
elor brother. 

In another family, of a man who is married 
to a Jewish woman, his two brothers are mar- 
ried to non-Jews.

Reporter Sees Pleasant, 


Disturbing Sides 


Of Life In Texas Jewish Community

HOUSTON, Tex. (NJP)—This is not a news 
story at all. Let’s say it is the maze of thought 
through which your correspondent wandered 
the past week; a vignette of a small (about 
14,000 pop.) Jewish community. If it does not 
hold you very long, it is, perhaps, because the 
same things have just happened in your com- 
munity. 

Last Wednesday, I felt so good. We went 
to the dedication of a new Talmud Torah, the 
latest addition to Jewish education in Houston. 
Congregation Adath Emeth, through the efforts 
of its members, especially Mr. and Mrs. Abe 
Silverman, dedicated the Abe and Eva Silver- 
man Hall to the youth of the community, to 
the future generations of Jews.

Finally, we observe that it is not the widow who must accept 
a humiliating experince (loosening his shoe to be released), but 
rather it was her privilege publicly to bring criticism to bear 
on him for shirking his duty. 

She certainly was free, it would seem from reading the ehapter 
in the Bible, to find another mate, if that was not too difficult an 
understaking.

The Committee And The B'nai B'rith Shoud Stop Evading! 


HE propaganda barrage of the American 
Jewish Committee and the B’nai B'rith 
against) the MacIver Report shows little signs 
of a let-up despite the agreement in principle 
which these two organizations gave to the re- 
port, supposedly in good faith. 

The Committee’s propaganda is more subtle 
than that of the B'nai B’rith, whose attack on 
the MaclIver Report was a feature of the recent 
issue of the organization’s National Jewish 
Monthly. 

The rallying-call of the American Jewish 
Committee has been its insistence that Ameri- 
can Jewish life is made up of voluntary organ- 
izations and that any attempt to “force” unity 
would be disastrous. 

Everyone is for voluntary organizations. 
We are all for freedom and against vice. 

But does this freedom mean no responsi- 
bility, and wasteful competition and duplica- 
tion to be condoned’ behind its skirts. 

Where does the American Jewish Commit- 
tee believe that its fredom ends and responsi- 
bility to the American Jewish Community be- 
gins? 

The Committee is not speaking of freedom, 
which involves restraints, but of license. Its 
plea is nothing less than a call for anarchy. 

Latest proponent of this position was Jacob 
Blaustein, president of the Committee, in his 
presidential address at the recent annual con- 
vention of the organization. 

Now we grant Mr. Blaustein the right to 
change his views, especially after the interval 
of a few years, but it must be recalled that it 
was he who led the fight for the council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds for 
“national budgeting.” 

This is exactly what the B'nai B’rith now 
calls one of the major recommendations of the 
Maclver Report. 

National Budgeting at one time was the 
method by which the Jewish community in the 
U. S. had to express its views on activities of 
the national Jewish organizations, 

But now that Mr. Blaustein has become the 
president of one of these national organiza- 
tions, the provision in the MaclIver Report 
which calls for allocation of funds to the civic 
defense agencies become something nefarious 
and, in Mr. Blaustein’s own words, “authori- 
tarian.” 


Was this not authoritarian in 1943 when 
Mr. Blaustein fought so vigorously as a leader 
of the Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds? Or has it now become authori- 
tarian because Mr. Blaustein has changed his 
seat? 

The truth of the matter is that the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee has for more than a 
decade been evading, as has B’nai B'rith, any 
sort of direction by the American Jewish Com- 
munity. 

The position of these two organizations was 
never valid, and is not valid today. 

Their cry against “control” is nothing more 
than evasion, and no one knows this better 
than do the men at the head of these two or- 
ganizations. 

They fought bitterly against the establish- 
ment of a National Community Relations Ad- 
visory Council, and once it was established they 
fought every move to endow it with power. 
Now they are fighting the MaclIver Report 
because it means that the American Jewish 
Community, from whom these two organiza- 
tions secure their support, will insist on elim- 
ination of duplication and waste, and require 
some sensible approaches to the fight on anti- 
Semitism and for the security of the Jewish 
position in the U. S. 

This is no fight on principle as the two or- 
ganizations seek to make out. 

It is nothing but a fight for retention of 
authoritarian power, to use Mr. Blaustein’s 
word, by two organizations who believe that 
they are above the American Jewish commu- 
nity. 

This double talk is shocking, coming as it 
does from two supposedly sensible organiza- 
tions who have been entrusted with the major 
Share of defending the position of the Jewish 
community. 

Less than four months ago, the two agen- 
cies agreed in principle to go along in good 
faith with the MacIver Report. Now they seek 
to backslide and evade their responsibility. 

This farce has been going on for ten years 
now. 

How much longer do these two agencies be- 
lieve they can proceed unilaterally ignoring the 
people they serve as if they and not the Jewish 
community of the U. S. are the Jewish commu. 
nity of the U. S.? 


Dr. Pilch's Recommendations 


ce subject broached by Dr. Judah Pilch, 
that Jewish schools must so arrange 
their curricula as to prepare the Jewish stu- 
dent for Jewish living in the U. S., is not as 
obvious as it first seems. 

On the surface, the recommendation by the 
executive director of the American Association 
for Jewish Education, sound so plausible as 
not to warrant further exploration. 

He correctly analyzes the situation. Since 
time for instruction is limited, where the teach- 
ing of Hebrew is paramount and as in many 
cases the lone subject of instruction, the Jew- 
ish child’s opportunity to learn the necessary 
information he musf have to develop as an 
intelligent Jew is submerged. 

Dr. Pilch’s views should be studied, and the 
Hebrew schools of the U. S. gradually be en- 
couraged to broaden their curriculum to in- 
clude these other essential studies. 

But Dr. Pilch’s views must not be used to 
lend strength to those who believe that the 
study of Hebrew is unnecessary in the U. S. 

Hebrew, as Dr. Pilch well knows, has made 
great strides in the U. S. in the past decade, 


In another quarter of a century it should be 
permanently established in the Jewish commu- 
nity. 

Until that time, however, it may not be 
wise to relax the insistence on Hebrew as the 
primary subject, even in face of arguments as 
sound as those presented by Dr. Pilch. 

It might be wiser to give the overwhelm- 
ing time available to a study of Hebrew, even 
at the risk of crowding out other elementary 
subjects. Any release of pressure in this area, 
might lead inevitably to a loss of the consider- 
able gains of the past few years. 

Relaxing the insistence on the need for 
studying Hebrew, even with all the precautions 
Dr. Pilch takes, might lead to Hebrew being 
overwhelmed by those forces in the American 
Jewish community, still in the majority, who 
believe Hebrew is unnecessary to ‘a creative 
Jewish community in the U. S. 

We are not taking a position in opposition 
to the views of Dr. Pilch. We only point out 
that the matter is deep and tricky, because the 
American Jewish Community has yet to find 
itself. 


Against The Memorial And The Injunction 


Wi. DON’T approve of the plan to erect a 
huge memorial in memory of the six 
million Jews slaughtered by Hitler, but we 
think much less of the suit by the Freethinkers 
of America seeking an injunction against con- 
struction of the memorial. 

Our opposition to the huge memorial has 
been on the grounds that the money could be 
much more wisely spent than merely in setting 
up a stone memorial. There are any number 
of alternative memorials, almost all of which 
would be preferable to a monument which 
would soon be forgotten, even if it did rise 
hundreds of feet above New York’s Riverside 
Drive. 

But the Freethinkers, through their presi- 
dent Joseph Lewis, base their objections on 
phony grounds, which no thinking Jew would 


support. 

Says Lewis: 

Erection of the memorial would violate the 
concept of separation of church and state. 

Conflict would likely be caused since the 
Hebrew version of the Ten Commandments is 
at variance with the Protestant and Catholic 
versions, and because 

The Memorial would be an invitation to 
desecration by anti-Semitic vandals. 

Lewis's suit ought to be and no doubt will 
be thrown out of court. 

After that, the sponsors of the Memorial 
will seek to raise the necessary $500,000. By 
refusing to supply that sum, the Jewish com- 
munity can show its opposition to such a monu- 
ment and effectively put an end to the pro-

OF CIVILIANS TO WAR

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—A blunt and stinging account of the Ff 


suffering of American troops in Korea and their bitterness against 
indifference of civilians at home touched off an unprecedented out- 
pouring of donations at the annual meeting of the Philadelphia 


Passover League. 

Stirred by the description yn- 
der which our men fight by Lt. 
Cmdr. Elihu Rickel, Jewish chap- 
lain recently returned from com- 
bat service with the First Marine 
Division, the meeting ended with 
scores of men and women on 
their feet offering individual and 
organizational gifts to support 
the League’s program of Pass- 
over packages for troops in Korea 
as well as needy families in 
Phila. 

‘FILTH AND MISERY’ 

Cmdr. Rickel, speaking for the 
GI’s at the front, said, “We don’t 
like you civilians. Out there we 
see the blood and filth and misery 
of war. In the papers from home 
we read between the lines of 
your indifference, your mad pur- 
suit of fun and diversion, your 
tax frauds and corruption. We 
ask ourselves if this is what we 
are fighting for.” 

RELIEVE MONOTONY 

The chaplain told how every 
sign of interest from home— 
such as Passover League pack- 
ages—helps to relieve the mono- 
tony and hardships at the front. 

He told of distributing gefilte 
fish, matzot and other Passover 
food to Jewish and Christian 
soldiers within a 100 yards of 
the battelines. 

One Jewish youngster was so 
grateful, he said, that he donated 
his entire month’s pay “to help 
your work.” The lad was killed 
in action shortly afterward.

ISRAEL NOT PERFECT BUT TRYING 
HARD FOR EFFICIENT MANAGEMENT 


By M. Z. FRANK 
SRAEL is not perfect and we may as well face it. The East 

European Jews who came here in the 1880's, in the 1900’s and 
the 1920’s did not have the chance to learn efficiency and organiza- 
tion as their contemporaries who migrated to 
America did during these two generations, And 
it shows. 

Now they are waking up to the idea that 
they have to learn. Are they learning? Are 
they making progress? 

Nobody learns in a day. Nobody likes to 
admit he is inferior to his friend in any way, 
especially if his friend keeps on teasing him 
about it and rubbing it in; especially if his 
friend has had an easy time while he suffered 
hardships; especially if now he is depending on 
his friend for help in a job too big for anybody. 

Let’s face it. In a situation like this, a great deal of tact is 
required. And so far, it has been wanting on both sides. 

Are the Israelis learning, though? 

The other day I ran into Joe Sugarman, President of the Pales- 
tine Economic Corporation. 

“I notice a marked improvement in the past two months,” he 
told me. 

When I first spoke to Lee Harris, of the same company, after an 
absence of six months or so, I found him much more pleased with 
the attitude of the authorities than was the case in the spring of 
1951. 

I discovered at a press conference in Tel-Aviv called by the 
PEC that the Bond Drive and the PEC are getting closer together 
and are cooperating. Both the Bond Drive and the PEC have a 
dollars-and-cents approach to Israel. Both have the idea that they 
are not selling miracles and thrills, but that, along with that, they 
have to account for every dollar and every cent, because the money 
has to be paid back or bring dividends. 

When you sell only miracles, you have no way of measuring 
whether, in terms of economics, your dollar goes the way of two 
hundred cents or twenty-five cents. But you can’t pay five percent 
interest or dividends unless you make the dollar go the way of one 
hundred and five cents.

HERE are several steps I know, by which the Government of 
Israel has been mounting an offensive against inefficiency. 

From the outside, by launching the Bond Drive, by cooperating 
more closely with the PEC and other responsible investment com- 
panies, by cooperating with the ORT trade schools, by Ben-Gurion’s 
insistence on having Emanuel Neumann take over the Economic 
Department of the Jewish Agency; by the new policy Ben-Gurion 
announced of encouraging American technicians to come to Israel 
(and by planning to provide them with housing). Lately I even 
heard that the Prime Minister’s office has taken over the directing 
of the economic policy of the country, leaving only finances to the 
Ministry of Finance. I know of cases where an official of the 
Prime Minister’s office phoned the Treasury and told him to speed 
up the formalities and stop “putting spokes in the wheels” of a 
certain large concern trying to establish a business in the country. 


PART from his office, Ben-Gurion uses the army to introduce 

efficiency in the country, 

He did it first by organizing the army on an efficient basis (he 
is also Minister of Defense). Even in September 1951, when dis- 
organization in the country was ai its first, critical visitors from 
America admitted that the army was well organized. 

Sometime last winter Ben-Gurion made the first step to use 
the army where an important job had to be done, and well. That 
was in fixing up the immigrant camps for the rainy season. The 
soldiers did a splendid job and showed an example to the regular 
workers in the camps. 

This year, when it became clear that the Ministry of Agriculture 
had fallen down on the job of producing vegetables, the Prime 
Minister made the soldiers grow tomatoes, onions and potatoes. 

But the most remarkable example of using the army to intro- 
duce efficiency was revealed to me late in December, 1951, when 
I visited the air force school a Haifa. I saw young boys being taught 
all the mechanical tricks connected with managing aircraft, by 
instructors who studied in America. Those instructors—sabras for 
the most part—did not stay in well-known hotels in N. Y., did not 
make speeches or give interviews or have their pictures in the 
papers, 

They went to places where American know-how could be 
learned, came back home and told the boys at home, No more of 
that nonsense of promenading and discussing during work hours, 
let’s produce. 

And they are producing. Most of the young workers at the 
shops will be out in civil life in a short time—and increase the 
humber of good workers.
